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ADMISSION  TO  UNIVERSITY 
NEW  APPLICANTS 

New  applicants  for  admission  to  Memphis  State  University  should  have  their  Applica- 
tion for  Admission  and  transcripts  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Rec- 
ords no  later  than  August  23,  1965.  In  addition  to  the  application  for  admission,  the  following 
requirements  must  also  be  met  before  a  decision  can  be  reached  concerning  an  applicant's 
eligibility  for  admission. 

1.  Submit  transcripts. 

A.  A  beginning  freshman  must  request  his  high  school  principal  to  mail  a  transcript 
showing  units  earned  and  date  of  graduation  to  the  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Rec- 
ords. 

B.  A  transfer  student  must  request  the  registrar  of  each  college  attended  to  mail  a 
transcript  of  credits  to  the  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Records.  A  high  school  trans- 
script  is  needed  if  high  school  units  are  not  recorded  on  one  of  the  college  tran- 
scripts. No  attempt  will  be  made  to  evaluate  transfer  credit  prior  to  Fall  registra- 
tion unless  all  items  needed  for  clearance  are  on  file  by  August  23,  1965. 

IMPORTANT  NOTICE:  To  be  official,  transcripts  must  be  mailed  directly  to  the 
Dean  of  Admissions  and  Records  from  the  principal  or 
registrar. 

2.  Submit  an  entrance  examination  score.  (Information  concerning  the  examination  is 
available  in  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Records  and  in  the  catalog 
issue  of  the  Bulletin. 

3.  Submit  the  required  health  service  record. 

After  the  new  applicant  has  completed  the  procedure  outlined  above,  he  will  be  notified 
of  his  status  by  the  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Records.  If  he  is  accepted,  he  will  be  mailed  a 
notice  of  acceptance  which  must  be  presented  at  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Admissions  and 
Records  at  the  time  registration  packets  are  obtained.  He  should  notify  the  Admissions  Office 
of  any  changes  of  address.  (Note:  No  attempt  will  be  made  to  mail  notices  of  acceptance 
during  the  week  preceding  registration.) 

FORMER  STUDENTS   (READMISSION) 

A  former  student  is  defined  as  ( 1 )  one  who  has  not  registered  at  Memphis  State  during 
the  Spring  Semester  or  Summer  Session,  1965,  and/or  (2)  one  who  has  attended  another 
college  since  he  last  attended  Memphis  State.  Such  a  student,  in  order  to  qualify  for  re- 
admission,  should  clear  the  following  requirements  with  the  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Records 
no  later  than  August  10,  1965. 

( 1 )  Complete    the    official    Application    for   Readmission   provided   by   the   Dean   of  Ad- 
missions and  Records. 

(2)  Request  the  registrar  of  each  college  attended,  if  any,  to  mail  a  transcript  of  credits 
to  the  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Records. 

After  the  applicant  has  completed  the  procedure  outlined  above,  he  will  be  notified  of 
his  status  by  the  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Records.  If  he  is  accepted,  he  will  be  issued  a  card 
of  admission.  This  card  .must  be  presented  at  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Rec- 
ords at  the  time  registration  packets  are  obtained.  (See  Step  1,  Registration  Procedure,  page 
7  of  this  schedule.

REGISTRATION  INFORMATION 
BEGINNING  FRESHMEN 

All  beginning  freshmen  must  clear  their  admission  to  the  University  prior  to 
August  1,  1965. 

The  beginning  freshmen  who  attend  the  Summer  Orientation  Program  will 
have  no  difficulty  in  registering  for  their  choice  of  courses.  Those  who  wait  until 
September  24  may  find  that  some  of  the  courses  they  planned  to  take  are  not  avail- 
able. Second  semester  freshmen,  sophomores,  juniors,  and  seniors  will  have  already 
registered. 

1.  Registration  procedure  for  those  who  DID  attend  Summer  Orientation: 

Beginning  freshmen  who  attended  one  of  the  Summer  Orientation  Sessions  will  com- 
plete their  registration  on  Monday,  September  20.  Students  should  report  to  the 
University  Fieldhouse   on  that  date  according  to  the  following  schedule: 

8:00  A.M. — Students  whose  surname  begins  with  A-G 

9:00  A.M. — Students  whose  surname  begins  with  H-M 
10:00  A.M. — Students  whose  surname  begins  with  N-Z 
At   this   time   students  will   be   issued   registration  materials  and   given  instructions  con- 
cerning completion  of  the  registration  process  which  was  begun  in  the  Summer  Orien- 
tation Session. 

2.  Registration  procedure  for  those  who  DID  NOT  attend  Summer  Orientation: 

Beginning  freshmen  students  who  did  not  attend  one  of  the  Summer  Orientation  Ses- 
sions will  report  for  orientation  and  registration  on  Friday,  September  24,  at  8:00  A.M. 
Students  should  proceed  first  to  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records,  Room  A-218,  to 
pick  up  registration  packets  or  a  permit  to  attend  the  general  assembly  in  the  University 
Auditorium.  The  Records  Office  will  open  at  7:30  A.M.  Immediately  following  this 
assembly,  students  will  be  directed  to  advisory  sessions  conducted  by  the  school  in  which 
they  intend  to  major. 

Students  majoring  in  a  department  in  THE  SCHOOL  OF  ARTS  AND  SCIENCES 

will  remain  in  the  Auditorium  of  the  Administration  Building. 

Students  majoring  in  a  department  in  THE  SCHOOL  OF  BUSINESS  ADMIN- 
ISTRATION will  report  to  the  Auditorium  of  The  School  of  Business  Admin- 
istration Building. 

Students  majoring  in  a  department  in  THE  SCHOOL  OF  EDUCATION  will 
report  to  the  Auditorium  of  The  School  of  Education  Building. 

Students  majoring  in  the  DEPARTMENT  OF  INDUSTRIAL  TECHNOLOGY 
will  report  to  Room  122  of  the  Industrial  Technology  Building. 

TRANSFER  STUDENTS 

Students  transferring  from  other  institutions  who  have  completed  all  admission 
requirements  before  August  23,  1965  may  pick  up  their  registration  packets  at  the 
Office  of  Admissions  and  Records,  Room  A-218,  at  7:30  A.M.  on  Tuesday,  Septem- 
ber 21.  They  should  then  proceed  immediately  to  the  University  Auditorium  for  a 


general  assembly.  Immediately  following  this  assembly,  students  will  be  directed  to 
advisory  sessions  conducted  by  the  school  in  which  they  intend  to  major. 

Students  majoring  in  a  department  in  THE  SCHOOL  OF  ARTS  AND  SCIENCES 
will  remain  in  the  Auditorium  of  the  Administration  Building. 

Students  majoring  in  a  department  in  THE  SCHOOL  OF  BUSINESS  ADMINIS- 
TRATION will  report  to  the  Auditorium  of  the  School  of  Business  Administration 
Building. 

Students  majoring  in  a  department  in  THE  SCHOOL  OF  EDUCATION  will  report 
to  the  Auditorium  of  The  School  of  Education  Building. 

Students  majoring  in  the  DEPARTMENT  OF  INDUSTRIAL  TECHNOLOGY  will 
report  to  Room  122  of  the  Industrial  Technology  Building. 

At  these  sessions,  registration  procedures  will  be  explained  and  advisers  will  be 
assigned.  Transfer  students  may  gain  entrance  to  the  card  center  after  having  their 
schedule  approved  by  the  adviser  assigned  during  the  orientation  conference,  BUT 
NOT  BEFORE  THEIR  ALPHABETICAL  GROUP  IS  SCHEDULED.  (See  the 
Registration  Calendar  page  3) 

Transfer  students  who  do  not  complete  all  admission  requirements  before 
August  23,  1965  face  the  probability  that  transcript  of  prior  college  work  will  not 
be  evaluated  and  that  their  records  will  not  be  available  to  advisers.  Such  students 
are  warned  that,  if  they  are  admitted  to  the  University,  they  will  have  to  register 
without  any  assurance  that  all  of  their  previous  college  work  will  be  accepted. 

CURRENT  STUDENTS 

Students  enrolled  at  Memphis  State  University  during  the  spring  semester 
and/or  the  Summer  Session,  1965,  who  intend  to  return  for  the  fall  semester,  1965, 
must  notify  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records  of  their  intention  to  return  if  they 
wish  registration  materials  prepared  for  them.  Those  students  who  do  notify  the 
Admissions  and  Records  Office  will  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  early  packet 
pick-up  on  either  August  17,  18  or  September  7,  8,  9,  10.  Students  who  do  not  notify 
this  office  of  their  intention  to  return  will  not  be  able  to  obtain  registration  packets 
until  their  alphabetical  group  is  scheduled  to  begin  registration  (See  Registration 
Calendar  page  3 ) . 

EVENING  DIVISON 

The  Evening  Division  is  a  separate  administrative  unit,  but  not  a  separate 
academic  unit  of  the  University;  that  is,  students  who  enroll  in  evening  classes  do 
so  through  one  of  the  three  undergraduate  schools  (Arts  and  Sciences,  Business 
Administration,  Education)  or  through  the  Department  of  Industrial  Technology. 
Orientation  for  new  students  in  the  Evening  Division  will  be  held  on  Monday,  Sep- 
tember 27,  at  5:30  P.M.  in  the  University  Auditorium.  Registration  for  evening 
classes  will  be  held  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  evenings,  September  27  and  28  ac- 
cording to  the  schedule  in  the  Registration  Calendar  on  page  3.  Current  and 
Former  students  who  do  not  avail  themselves  of  the  early  packet  pick-up.  (See  page 
8)  will  not  be  able  to  pick  up  their  packet  until  their  alphabetical  group  is  sched- 
uled to  register.  The  Records  Office  will  be  open  in  the  evenings  for  the  early  packet 
pick-up. 

GRADUATING  SENIORS 

Seniors  who  are  scheduled  to  receive  degrees  at  the  January  commencement  are 
privileged  to  register  at  an  early  registration  period  (See  Registration  Calendar, 
page  3 ) .  They  must  obtain  special  permit  cards  from  the  Dean  of  the  school  from 
which  they  are  to  be  graduated  by  presenting  their  alphabetized  registration  permit 
card.

STEP     1 :      Get  registration  packet  from  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records, 
Room  A-218,  Administration  Building. 

a.  Former  students  who  complete  readmission  requirements  by  August  10,  1965 
and  current  students  who  declare  their  intention  to  return  will  be  able  to 
obtain  packets  from  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records  on  August  17,  18 
and  September  7,  8,  9,  10.  Students  who  do  not  obtain  packets  during  the 
early  pick  up  will  obtain  them  at  the  time  indicated  for  their  alphabetical 
group.   (See  Registration  Calendar,  page  3.) 

b.  Beginning  freshmen  and  transfer  students  will  pick  up  their  packets  at  the 
Office  of  the  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Records  prior  to  their  respective  orien- 
tation periods.   (See  Registration  Calendar,  Page  3.) 


LOSS  OF  REGISTRATION  PACKET  OR 
ANY  PART  OF  PACKET 

Students  should  check  registration  packets  carefully  co  insure  that  all 
cards  are  present — especially  the  permit  card.  Students  who  lost  their  packets 
or  any  part  of  the  packet  will  not  be  able  to  obtain  duplicates  until  8:00  A.M. 
on  Thursday,  September  23. 


STEP     2.     Fill  in  (using  pencil,  please)   all  the  information  called  for  on  the  cards 
in  the  registration  packet  EXCEPT  FOR  CLASS  SCHEDULES. 

a.  Class  schedules  must  not  be  entered  on  any  of  these  cards  until  after  the 
proper  class  cards  have  been  issued  in  the  card  center. 

b.  All  other  information  must  be  furnished  in  full.  Failure  to  complete  all  of  the 
forms  fully  will  only  delay  your  registration. 

c.  Be  very  careful  not  to  bend  or  in  any  way  mutilate  the  IBM  cards  in  this 
packet.  If  any  of  the  cards  are  damaged  or  lost,  you  will  face  a  long  delay 
at  registration  time. 

STEP     3:      Take  your  packet  to  your  adviser  for  help  in  planning  your  schedule; 
after  he  has  approved  the  schedule,  have  him  sign  the  adviser's  card. 


SCHEDULING  REGULATIONS 

Those  students  who  plan  to  take  12  semester  hours  or  more  must  follow 
scheduling  regulations  which  require  that  they  schedule  a  portion  of  their 
academic  load  in  the  afternoon  and  on  Saturdays.  See  page  9  for  details. 


STEP  4:  Go  to  the  Card  Center  in  the  Student  Center  Building  and  apply  to 
each  department  listed  on  your  tentative  schedule  for  the  appropriate 
course  card. 

STEP  5:  (FOR  WOMEN  STUDENTS  ONLY)  All  women  students  must  go  to 
the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  Room  A-219,  Administration  Build- 
ing for  approval  of  their  residence. 

STEP  6:  Take  the  registration  packet  along  with  the  schedule  card  and  class 
cards  to  the  Dean  of  the  school  in  which  you  are  majoring;  during  the 
registration  period  the  Deans  are  located  as  follows :

STEP  7:  After  the  Dean  has  approved  your  schedule,  take  your  registration 
packet  to  the  Office  of  the  Business  Manager,  Room  A-226  Adminis- 
tration Building,  and  settle  your  account.  NO  REGISTRATION  IS 
COMPLETE  UNTIL  ALL  FEES  HAVE  BEEN  PAID. 

STEP  8:  Students  attending  under  War  Orphans  benefits  from  the  Veterans 
Administration  report  to  the  Office  of  Veterans  Affairs  after  fees  are 
paid. 

STEP  9:  If  you  are  registered  for  12  semester  hours  or  more,  have  your  picture 
made  for  your  Identification  Card;  if  your  picture  is  not  made  on  the 
same  day  your  fees  are  paid,  the  card  will  cost  you  $1.00.  I.  D.  pic- 
tures will  be  taken  in  Room  A-237. 

STEP  10:      (FOR  STUDENTS  WHO  DRIVE  AUTOMOBILES  ON  CAMPUS) 

If  you  plan  to  drive  an  automobile  on  the  campus,  you  must  register  it 
in  the  Traffic  Office,  Room  A- 138,  first  lobby,  Administration  Build- 
ing, and  obtain  a  University  license.  Fines  will  be  assessed  against  any 
unlicensed  automobile  parked  on  the  campus.  The  license  fee  is  $2.00. 

EXPLANATION  OF  SELECTED  PROCEDURES 
EARLY  PACKET  PICK-UP 

Former  students  who  complete  readmission  requirements  by  August  10,  1965  and  current 
students  who  declare  their  intention  to  return  by  August  10,  1965  will  save  time  and  avoid 
confusion  if  they  will  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  pick  up  registration  packets  early. 
The  periods  for  early  packet  pick-up  are  August  17,  18  and  September  7,  8,  9,  10.  These 
packets  may  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records,  Room  A-218.  Former 
and  current  students  who  do  not  complete  readmission  requirements  by  August  10,  1965  will 
not  be  able  to  pick  up  registration  materials  until  11:00  A.M.  Thursday,  September  23,  1965. 

ADVISERS 

At  the  time  of  registration  each  student  at  Memphis  State  University  is  assigned  to  a 
faculty  member  who  will  serve  as  his  academic  adviser.  This  adviser  is  a  member  of  the  de- 
partment in  which  the  student  is  majoring;  for  this  reason  it  is  necessary  that  every  student 
be  prepared  to  name  a  major  area  at  the  time  he  registers.  Such  choices  are  not  permanent 
or  binding.  The  student  may  change  his  major  area  at  any  time  during  his  college  career  with 
a  minimum  of  administrative  procedure. 

A.  CURRENT  and  FORMER  STUDENTS  will  report  to  the  faculty  members  who 
have  advised  them  in  the  past.  If  any  change  in  advisers  is  necessary  or  desired, 
application  must  be   made   to  the   chairman  of  the  department  concerned. 

B.  TRANSFER  STUDENTS  will  apply  to  the  office  of  the  chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment in  which  they  plan  to  major  for  assignment  to  an  adviser. 

C.  BEGINNING  FRESHMEN  will  receive  instructions  about  advisers  during  the  orien- 
tation sessions. 

PRE-PROFESSIONAL  STUDENTS:  In  certain  areas  the  University  has  established  com- 
mittees composed  of  faculty  members  from  various  schools  and  departments  for  the  purpose 
of  advising  students  interested  in  preparing  for  professional  careers.  Such  students  should  re- 
port at  their  scheduled  time  to  these  committees  in  the  rooms  indicated:

CHANGE  OF  COURSE 

After  a  student's  registration  is  complete,  he  may,  within  specified  time  limits 
change  his  class  schedule  through  the  process  of  adding  and /or  dropping  courses. 
APPLICATION  FOR  PERMISSION  TO  ADD  OR  DROP  COURSES  IS 
MADE  IN  THE  OFFICE  OF  HIS  ADVISER. 

No  course  may  be  added  after  Friday,  October  1. 

No  course  may  be  dropped  after  Friday,  October  15. 

Change  in  Section :  It  is  sometimes  necessary  for  a  student  to  request  a  change 
of  a  course  from  one  section  to  another  section.  Such 
changes  will  be  allowed  only  under  unusual  circumstances. 
The  procedure  involves  dropping  one  section  and  adding 
another;  it  must  be  done  within  the  time  limits  noted 
above  and  MUST  BE  APPROVED  BY  THE  CHAIR- 
MAN OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  CONCERNED. 


CHANGE-OF-COURSE  FEE 

A  fee  of  $3.00  will  be  assessed  for  each  course  which  is  added  or  dropped. 
The  fee  will  be  assessed  on  the  number  of  course  changes  and  not  on  the 
number  of  change-of-course  applications.  (For  example,  if  a  student  initiates 
a  single  change-of-course  application  involving  any  combination  of  adds  and 
drops  for  three  different  courses,  the  fee  would  be  $9.00.) 

If  a  student  initiates  a  change-of-course  application  involving  two  dif- 
ferent sections  of  the  same  course,  the  fee  will  be  $3.00.  (For  example,  the 
fee  charged  for  dropping  Section  2  and  adding  Section  3  of  History  1301 
would  be  $3.00.)  Payment  of  the  fee  will  be  made  to  the  Office  of  the  Busi- 
ness Manager  at  the  time  the  approved  change  of  course  application  is  pre- 
sented there.  NO  CHANGE  OF  COURSE  IS  PROCESSED  UNTIL  THE 
FEE  HAS  BEEN  PAID. 


WITHDRAWAL  FROM  THE  UNIVERSITY 

A  student  may  withdraw  from  the  University  by  advising  Dean  R.  M.  Robison 
in  person  or  in  writing.  Failure  to  notify  Dean  Robison  of  withdrawal  will  result  in 
a  grade  of  "F"  for  each  course  in  which  the  student  is  registered. 

Students    who    withdraw    before    FRIDAY,    OCTOBER    15,    will    have    their    records 
marked  "BW"  (withdrawn  before  end  of  drop  period). 

Students  who  withdraw  after  Friday,  October   15,  will  have  each  of  their  courses  re- 
corded as   "PW"    (withdrawn  passing)    or  "FW"    (withdrawn  failing)    depending  upon 
their  performance  in  each  course  at  the  time  of  withdrawal. 
No  withdrawal  is  permitted  within  one  week  of  the  beginning  of  the  final  ex- 
amination period,  or  after  Saturday,  January  15,  1966. 

SCHEDULING  REGULATIONS 

Students  who  plan  to  enroll  for  an  academic  load  of  12  semester  hours  or 
more  must  arrange  their  program  in  accordance  with  the  scheduling  regulations 
described  below.  The  intent  of  these  regulations  is  to  achieve  more  complete  utiliza- 
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tion  of  classrooms  and  laboratories,  particularly  during  the  hours  from  1:00  P.M. 
to  4:00  P.M. 

(1)  If  a  student  takes  a  12  credit  hour  load,  he  must  schedule  at  least  3  clock  hours 
of  work  at  or  after  the  1:00  P.M.  period.  If  he  takes  more  than  12  credit  hours, 
he  must  schedule  at  least  6  clock  hours  at  or  after  1:00  P.M.  (This  allows  lab 
work  to  count  in  this  calculation  as  well  as  lectures.)  Evening  courses  (4:30  and 
after)  count  in  the  "1 :  00  P.M.  or  after"  category. 

(2)  An  early  morning  class  (before  8:00  A.M.)  may  be  counted  as  a  "1:00  P.M.  and 
after"  class  in  meeting  the  above  requirement. 

(3)  Saturday  classes  count  as  "1 :  00  P.M.  and  after." 

(4)  If  a  student  meets  the  above  requirements,  he  may  take  as  many  as  16  credit  hours 
on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday. 

SELECTIVE  SERVICE 

Male  students  between  the  ages  of  18  and  26  who  desire  Selective  Service 
classification  as  a  student  must  notify  their  local  boards  of  their  student  status  within 
30  days  of  the  beginning  of  the  semester.  Students  should  come  by  the  Records  Of- 
fice, Room  A-218  AFTER  Monday,  October  4,  and  BEFORE  Friday,  October  29, 
to  complete  the  necessary  form.  NOTIFICATION  OF  DRAFT  BOARDS  IS  NOT 
AUTOMATIC.  STUDENTS  MUST  FILL  OUT  THE  REQUIRED  FORM  IN 
ORDER  TO  BE  CLASSIFIED  IN  STUDENT  STATUS.  Students  who  complete 
this  form  in  the  Fall  do  not  have  to  fill  out  another  form  for  the  Spring  Semester. 
The  deferment  normally  is  granted  for  one  year — unless  the  student  withdraws  or 
does  not  return  for  the  Spring  Semester,  in  which  case  the  local  draft  board  is  noti- 
fied by  the  Records  Office. 

SCHEDULE  OF  FINAL  EXAMINATIONS 

Final  examinations  for  the  Fall  Semester  will  begin  on  Friday,  January  21, 
1966.  Each  examination  is  two  hours  in  length  and  attendance  is  compulsory.  Ab- 
sence from  a  final  examination  without  the  permission  of  the  instructor  incurs  a 
mark  of  "F".

A  mid-term  deficiency  report  is  sent  out  to  all  students  whose  performance  in  a 
course  is  C'D"  or  "F"  at  mid-semester.  Students  whose  performance  is  not  deficient 
will  not  receive  any  report.  In  some  cases  the  deficiency  report  may  be  processed 
after  a  student  has  formally  withdrawn  from  the  University.  A  student  who  has 
formally  withdrawn  and  receives  a  deficiency  report  may  disregard  this  report. 

A  grade  report  showing  the  grade  received,  credit  hours  earned,  and  quality 
points  earned  will  be  mailed  to  each  student  at  the  end  of  the  semester.  The  re- 
ports will  be  mailed  to  the  permanent  address  as  indicated  on  the  student's  IBM 
address  card  during  registration.  Each  student  should  check  his  address  card  carefully 
to  insure  that  the  address  is  accurate  and  current.  If  a  student's  name  and /or  ad- 
dress changes  during  the  semester,  this  should  be  reported  to  the  Records  Office.  See 
Change  of  Name  or  Address  Section  below. 

CHANGE  OF  NAME  OR  ADDRESS 

It  is  imperative  that  the  student  keep  his  name  and  address  current  on  Uni- 
versity records.  Opportunity  for  indicating  name  and  address  changes  is  provided 
during  the  registration  period  via  the  Student  Address  Card  in  the  registration 
packet.  If  any  change  in  name  or  PERMANENT  address  has  occurred  since  your 
last  enrollment,  you  should  indicate  such  in  the  spaces  provided. 

If  your  name  and /or  address  changes  during  the  semester,  you  should  come  by 
the  Records  Office,  Room  A-218  and  complete  the  form  provided.  NO  CHANGE 
OF  ADDRESS  OR  NAME  WILL  BE  PROCESSED  AFTER  FRIDAY,  JAN- 
UARY 7,  1966. 

NOTE:  If  the  change  of  name  is  due  to  other  than  marriage,  some  legal  document 
must  be  presented  to  verify  the  basis  for  the  change.  The  document  is  presented  at 
the  Records  Office,  but  it  not  retained  by  the  Records  Office.
